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Conditions at the County Farm are as follows: 
We discontinued making our own electric juice and 
buy of the Twin State Gas & Electric Co., by so doing 
we are saving a large amount of coal over the cost of 
the Twin State charges per month. 


The buildings need painting badly. The water 
pipe from the springs must be relaid this year of 
1923: 

We had to open the House of Correction because 
we are getting so many prisoners from the Police 
Courts. 


We have one of the best grade Holstein herds of 
cows there is around here, also one of the best flock 
of sheep in this part of New Hampshire. 


Our boilers gave out at the Court House and we 
put in new ones and fixed up the boiler room; the east 
end of the Court House settled and we had to build 
over part of that wall; we also put in a vault for the 
storage of papers, records, etc. No repairs were made 
at the Jail. 

The outside poor calls were very large on ac- 
count of the textile strikes in the cotton mills. 

We desire to thank all of the officials of the 
County for the many courtesies that have been shown 
us during the past year.

This money with the exception of the last seven 
fines, amounting to $365 imposed by the municipal 
court and $225 of the liquor fines, came to the County. 
Liquor fines amounting to $225 were never paid, one 
respondent being pardoned by Governor and Council 
after serving part of his time, another living out his. 
fine at the House of Correction, and another being sus- 
pended. The total of $3,902 for liquor fines and for- 
feitures does not represent, however, the entire reve- 
nue coming into the County from this source, since it 
has been my policy in handling this phase of my duties 
to allow the local officials to present all local com- 
plaints where begun themselves and thus secure for 
their municipality the fines imposed, the County offi- 
cials merely supervising or coming in where requested 
or necessary. I believe this has proven successful, and 
in two of our cities, at least Dover and Rochester, an 
incentive for noteworthy, energetic and _ successful 
prosecution. The fines coming to the municipalities 
through this policy approximate $10,000.
